Our general reaction to 
such a request would be positive, as we believe it important both 
to support iatragoverament enterprises and to give our own people 
a broader exposure to Government operations.

leaving CIA and the Government this summer for family reasons, 
and this is a major los s. There is rea lly no one else in that office 
who can step up to tafce [ ] place. Were we to send 

1 off on a year's assignment, we would create a very 

serious lack of leadership in the over-all CIA program for application 
of Automatic Data Processing techniques to the intelligence problem. 

I believe this to be one of our roost pressing problems, and trust 
that you will understand my reluctance to move backward on it.
